the 13th Gds Mecz Div and the Sapran barracks housed elements of the 
106th Gds ‘ly Tk SP Regt of the same division,

garages. 
(3) The coaponents of the 13th Gds isecz Div from these installations had 
aoparontly not returned from the Doellershein training grounds by 6
